tention to the eubject, it has been 
found entirely practicable, and not 
excessively expensive, to instal In the 
farm homes almost identically the 
same appliances as are now found ii 
the homes of the city. 

The most popular type of country 
Water supply is the air pressure Sys- 
tem. ‘t is quite simple, consisting 
of a specially constructed steel air: 
tight tank, the size most commonly 
used being atout thirty incnes in dla- 
meter by eight feet in length; a force 
pump either hand or power propelled 
and an air pump for furnishing the 
pressure, and the necessary pipe con- 
nections with the source of water sup- 
ply—either well, spring, cistern, lake 
or stream—and, with the bathroom and 
kitchen of the home, Sometimes the 
system {s extentied to the barn and 
other outbuildings and to tanks in the 
barnyard. i 

Given this installation, the house 
equipment should include a complete 
bathroom outfit, with tub, clocet and 
lavatory of the latest style plumbing, 
a kitchen sink and range boiler; the
